Note to applicant 



1 . The non responsive paper was never address in a response and preliminary 
amendment was not entered. The application has been examined as it was orginally 
filed. 

Specification 

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure.

pressure water hose 4a is passed into the-rear face of the 
casing 64 of the hydraulic motor 39a, and the-high-pressure 
water hose 4a is connected to the inlet of the t.urfolne).
